o tho dock, and a torriblo scooo of con- 
usiou ensued. Tho portsido cabin was torn

It main- 
tains that the government officials have 
opposed tho national eight-hour law since 
its enactment, tho favorite method of eva- 
sion boing to turn all public work over to 
contractors. Referring to this ovaslon tho 
protest is as follows:

necessary, tho advertisements for his bids

Topples Tobacco. 


When to top tobacco is a subject whioh 


should be curetully studied by tlio grow- 
er, as upon it depend a large percentage 
ot his profit. Too many farmers are in 
the habit ot allowing the blossoms to 
come out before topping.a plan whose on- 
ly result is to waste plant matter in blos- 
soms, suckers, and stalks, whioh should 
go into loaves, While it -will do no 
harm on early tobacco to wait until a 
tew blossoms show, yet as a rule, the ap- 
pearance of the bud should Ibe a signal 
to commence wort. Lato fielda espeo - 
ially should bo topped well down, al- 
lowing no'more than eight leaves to ma- 
ture.
